The news of the death of Mr. H. B. 
Powell, which occurred at his home at 
Mackville last Thursday night, Febrt- 
ary, 15, 1906, at 9:30, was received by 
his hundreds of friends throughout 
Washington county with the deepest 
sorrow. No man in the county was 
better known than Mr. Powell, and 
indeed, there are few who have friends 
more loyal to them than were the 
friends of Mr. Powell to him. The 
night was never too dark nor the day 
too cold for his friends to labor iir H's 
behalf. 

Mr. Powell served one term as high] 
sheriff of the county, and two terms as 
deputy, having been elected last No¬ 
vember as deputy on- the"licket with 
Sidney Osbourne. * 

The deceased was born in Boyle coun¬ 
ty. March 4, 186}, but in his youth he 
came to Washington county, and had 
since resided here. He leaves a mother, 
three brothers and two sisters, who 
have the sympathy of the people the 
county in the death of the son and 
brother. 

Mr. Powell was a member of the 
Masonic lodge at Mackville, and liis 
burial was conducted by that order. 

The deceased was a kind and gener- 
ous.man, and did much for the needy 
in- the community where he lived. 

His death was due to a liver trouble, 
of which he had been a suffer for two 
or three years, and his friends have 
known for some time that his condition 
was very serious, but hoped that the 
disease would finally yield to treatment. 
However, when his death was annouced 
last Friday morning in Springfield, 
those who were acquainted with the se¬ 
riousness of Mr. Powell’s disease were 
not surprised. Just a day or two prior 
to his death Mr. Powell was out riding 
his district. On Wednesday before his 
death he was considered in a. precarious 
condition, but after receiving treatment 
from his physicians, seemed to improve 
and on Thursday arose from his bed, 
but during the afternoon of Thursday 
he again became dangerously ill, and, as 
announced, above died that night at 
9:30.

Kentucky Stafe Journal: There is 
to be no further disagreement between 
the Third and Fourth district Demo¬ 
crats over Butler county. The Thinl 
has agreed to keep that county, after 
the stand made by the fourth members, 
and will get together and endeavor all 
the harder at the next election to re¬ 
duce the Republican majority in than 
county. 

The Fourth district delegation in the 
Legislature held a meeting and formed 
a permanent organization. Represen¬ 
tative W. D. Claybrooke, of Washing 
ton county, was chosen chairman of 
the body. All members gaye full ex¬ 
pression to their views on the redis- 
tricing question, and all were convinced 
that the Democratic supremacy in the 
district would be endangered by the 
addition of Butler to their district, es¬ 
pecially sincy they have accepted Adair 
from the 11th -district. Adair has a 
normal Republican majority of about 
400, but the lhird district leaders are 
confident that with a little work, they 
will be able to considerably reduce this. 

Prominent politicians of the Third 
when informed of the decided stand 
taken by the Fourth members against 
Butler said*that they would upon their 
suggestion vote thatButler not be divorc¬ 
ed from them.

BROOD MARCS 
AND FOALS I 


In the feeding of brood man's and 
colt* It ta essential that the ration sup¬ 
plied contain a liberal allowance of 
protein and ash compounds. In tbe 
case of the brood mure which Is suck¬ 
ling a colt or carrying the fetus she 
must in either instance furnish nour¬ 
ishment for the growing animal. This 
calls for bone aud muscle producing 
material, writes A. J. Kennedy. Iowu 
experiment station. In Breeder's Oa- 
sette. 

The weanling colt should be fed In , 
such a manner as to produce a uniform 
development of all parts of the body, 
and this, too, calls for a bone and mus¬ 
cle producing ration.' Bran, on account 
of its richness In both protein and ash 
matter, makes an excellent feeding ; 
stuff to use in this connection. There 
Is perhaps no other feeding stuff which 
can be fed with as much safety as bran 
to mares and colts. It is advisable, 
however, to feed the bran In conjunc¬ 
tion with some other feeding stuffs, 
such as oats and corn, due to the fact 
that bran is too bulky to supply the sole 
grain ration for animals of this na¬ 
ture. 

A ration composed of equal parts 
bran, oats and corn by weight or three ‘ 
parts oats to two parts bran by weight, 
or equal parts bran and wheat shorts 
by weight will be fojind to give good 
results. It Is not necessary to soak tbe 
.bran, as when fed with the other feed- . 
lug stuffs In the dry form good results 
may be obtained. 

A brood mare of 1.600 pounds weight 
not doing work and receiving straw or 
corn stover for roughage should thrive 
well on a grain ration of ten or twelve 
pounds per day of any of the mentioned 
mixtures. Weanling colts should re¬ 
ceive some ulce bright mixed hay or 
clover which Is free from dust for 
roughage and from three to five pounds 
per day of any one of the mentioned 
grain mixtures. 

Should tbe colts not thrive well, as 


would i»e Indicated by a harsh dry coat 
of hair, low condition of flesh and lack 
of spirit, give them twiee a week a 
steamed tnash of bran, crushed twits or 
barley and a little flaxseed meal. A 
preparation of this kind'should over-, 
come all ordinary troubles.' Some of 
tbe Itest British horse feeders use 
steamed roots with tbe grains for this 
purpose ami obtain excellent results. 
Bran aloue Is too bulky for brood sows, 
but when fed with other grains will be 
found a very useful feeding stuff. O

He Jumped as His Locomotive 

Collided With Another, but 
Was Caught 'Beneath 
Overturned Cars. 

Unable to believe that he was im¬ 
prisoned minutes instead of hours and 
shuddering as be talked of the fright¬ 
ful experience of being plnloued under 
tons of wreckage, Grover Hehderer of 
Beardatown. III., the fast freight engt- 
peer who sawed his way out of the 
Burlington wreck at Wood Station, 1)1.; 
declared at St. Joseph's hospital, Alton, 
that he would never again enter an en¬ 
gine cab. 

Heuderer was stricken nerveless. To 
recall bis fearful pain and peril Alls 
him with repulsion. 

Blinded with pain. Henderer, with 
hla left leg pierced by the splintered

So 'narrow waa the space In which 
he had to work. that| the severed tlm- 
l>era appeared afterward as If they 
were gnawed off. 

Henderer thua told the story of his 
escape to a 8t. Louis I’ost Dispatch re¬ 
porter: 

T "We received orders at East 8t. Louis 
that No. 80 would pasa us at Wood 
Station In two divisions When we 
reached East Alton the dispatcher 
handed in£ order* which read that the 
I second division of train No. 80 would 


meet us at Wood Statlou. When we 
reached tbe station I saw 'what I 
thought was tlie second division on the 
side track. 

"I remarked to my flremnn. Ander 
son, that she was ahead of time und 
told him to blow the whistle twice. The 
other engine responded with two short 
toots, indicating that it was the sec¬ 
ond division. At that time George An¬ 
derson. brother of the flremnn and head 
brakemsn on my train, was standing 
in the cab. When we left Wood Stn 
tion I pulled back the throttle and let 
tbe train out at about thirty-eight milea 
au hour. As we approach's! the curve 
where the two trains collided I was 
leaning from tbe cab window, as I wns 
accustomed to dy at that point, as a 
hill, which Is very thickly covered with 
Umber, obscures the tracks of the rpad 
beyond. 

•^Suddenly I saw the gleam of -p 
headlight around the bend, and almost 
Instantly the other engine shot Into 
view. ‘Jump, boys!' I cried, and re¬ 
versed the throttle and applied the air 
brakes. The two engines had almost 
met when I closed my eyes and Jump¬ 
ed from the cab. The fireman bud 
Jumped aome two or three seconds be¬ 
fore 1 did. 

"I did not see Anderson, the head 
hrnkenmn. but I learned afterward 
that he jumped sooner and from the 
other aide of the cab. 

“The two engines struck before I fell 
In the soft mud In the ditch. I never 
beard anything so loud as that colli 
slon. Box cars were pierced like paper, 
and timbers flew thickly in every di¬ 
rection. 

"When I recovered consciousness I 
could not move my head right or left. I 
could see nothing, and I was so cramp¬ 
ed that my bend almost touched my 
knees. 

"I did not realise that I waa Injured 
until I gare my left leg a short‘Jerk. 
The pains that shot through my body 
were agonising. I screamed and writh¬ 
ed In agony, and as I felt my pinioned 
leg with ray free hand It enme In con¬ 
tact with a Jagged bone. I !»>gnn to 
acrenni again, but escaping steam from 
Uie engines drowned my voice. The. 
minutes passed like hours, and It sud¬ 
denly occurred to me that all the train 
I crew bnd probably lieen killed nud that 
j I would have to lie Utere and dip by 
'aches. My head seemed about to burst 
from palu. 

"I prayed for my life. Each moment 
I thought I could feel the grent mass 
of broken timbers press me closer to 
the ground, ami the fear of be.lng 
erushed to death Inereased my agony . 
Jagged ends of Iron seemed to be pTcrr- 
ing me In the back, but I waa nfraltl to 
raise myself upward for fear the 
| wreckage would shift down and crush 


lying on a bed or screws and holts, the 
contents of one of the liox cars. 

‘T heard some one cry out, ‘Where 
are you. Grove?' I answered ns loud 
as I could. I lay In a stupor while I 
heard some one forcing the timbers 
away from the small opeiing. 

‘‘The men outside couldn't reach the 
tlmlier. and when the saw was brought 
Anderson handed It to me through the 
small opening. While the men on the 
outside encouraged sml urged me on¬ 
ward I sawed n little ai a time. The 
saw was too big for the openlug. and I 
could only use the end of it. I thought 
I would fnllit from the frightful pains 
In my leg and my bead, but 1 kept on 
until as the timbers parted I suddenly 
collapsed. 

"I could not endure another such ex¬ 
perience. nnd If I recover I will never 
pull the throttle on another engine."

to |M>rfoiau from linn- to time. 

In these shrines the Hindoos set down 
fantastic Idols of serpeuls on a stone 
base, and the shrine is protected by a 
mud wall. Householders to assure tlieir 
welfare make offerings of dough and 
milk aud cooked rice to llie serpentine 
bn bit ues of the sbritie. 

Every morning the king and queen of 
tile s . tjhmiU are bullied, and fruit mid 
milk are offered to them, to lie follow¬ 
ed at noon by cooked rii-e kind fried 
grain. Ou certain days tb*| Idols lu 
gl ove and household temple are carried 
in procession'to the house, where pm 
pltiatury offerings are made.

THE SUN’S LITTLE SERMON.
